other more: but of certain what is 
very neereumo the Pole they could 
never find. They have alſoſo far pre- 
vailed , asto reach one halfe of rhe 
way toward Cathaio by the North, 
going Eaſt ward : infomuch that by 
the River Ob,and by the Bay of Sr. 


Nicholas they bring the Merchan- 


dize downeward into Ryſſia + But 
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whether the Sea dogocthorowout, 
even to the fartheſt Eaſterne parts ; 
or whether ſome great Promontory 
doe ſtretch out of the maine Conti- 
nent untothe very Pole,they cannor 
yet attaine ro know. Theſethings 
therefore muſt be lefruncertain, to 
further diſcoyeries in future ages.
